VILLAGE ATTACKED 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Palestinian guerrillas claimed 


that Jordanian tanks, planes 
and infantrymen attacked a 
guerrilla headquarters today in 
the village of Dibbin in northern 
Jordan. 


The government made no 


mention of the fighting, but 
Amman Radio reported Wed- 
nesday that King Hussein's 
troops had forced the guerrillas 
out of five northern villages and 
into uninhabited areas. 


RAILROAD STRIKE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration's top rail 
trouble-shooter worked today to 
avert a seemingly inevitable 
strike against two railroads set 
for 6 a.m. Friday. 


Asst. Secretary of Labor W. J. 


Usery Jr. met at the Labor 
Department with represen- 
tatives of the AFL-CIO United 
Transportation Union, which 
threatens to shut down the Union 
Pacific 
and the 
Southern 


Railway. Industry bargainers 
awaited Usery's call. 


FIVE VOTES SHORT 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Senate Democrats have fallen 
five votes short of overriding 
President Nixon's veto of a $5.6- 
billion public works bill, despite 
support from a handful of 
Republicans. 


The vote was 57 to 36, with a 


two-thirds majority needed for 
passage. 


ELLSBERG HEARING 


BOSTON (AP) — Attorneys 


for Dr. Daniel Ellsberg today 
asked a U.S. magistrate to order 
the federal government to 
disclose whether it had used 
wire taps in the course of 
procuring evidence that led to 
Ellsberg's indictment. 


Ellsberg was caught in a 


scuffle involving a demonstrator 
as he came to court. 


Josef Mlot-Mroz of Salem, 


longtime demonstrator with 
antisemitic 
placards 
id 


crosses, shouted at Ellsberg as 
he and his wife, Patricia, ap- 
proached the federal building, 
then lunged at him.

Administration Experts Foresee 
Economic Trend Toward Expansion 


By BILL NEIKIRK 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration expects 
new figures will show the 
economy grew by $20 billion to 
$25 billion from April through 
June, a substantial expansion 
but slower than had been hoped. 


Such figures would indicate 


the economy still is recovering 
too slowly to make significant 
progress against a high rate of 
unemployment. 


The outcome will be officially 


known later this week when the 
Commerce 
Department 


releases second-quarter figures 


for Gross National Product, 
output of the nation's goods and 
services and the economy's 
broadest measure. 


White House economic ad- 


visers had an advance look 
several weeks ago at the 
estimated GNP growth for the 
April-June period. This "flash 
figure" 
report showed an 


estimated growth of $20.4 
billion. 


"There are some signs it will 


be a little stronger than that," 
one administration official said. 
But no one forecasts it will be 
strong enough to match the $30,- 


billion GNP growth of the first 
quarter, 
January 
through 


March. 


To keep the economy on the 


track Nixon's economic ad- 
visers laid out in January', the 
administration was hoping for 
another $30-bilhon stepup in 
GNP from April through June. 


Evidence the administration 


has abandoned this hope came 
when Dr. Paul McCracken, 
chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, backed 
away in testimony before 
Congress, from his 1971 forecast 
for GNP. 


County Tax Rate Tentatively Set 
At $3.37, Increased 66c

It will be $3.37 on the $100 for 


the Tehama County taxpayers 
contribution to the county's 
general fund.

Telephone Strike 
In Second Day; 
Minimal Effects

A strike of 400,000 members of 


the AFL-CIO (Communications 
Workers of America) against 
the highly automated Bell 
Telephone System entered its 
second day today, but effects on 
the public were minimal. 


Telephone company officials 


urged direct dialing and use of 
telephone directories. In Los 
Angeles, George 
Donnelly, 


assistant vice president of 
Pacific Telephone said the 
company might be able to 
weather a strike of a month. 


"If the strike lasts longer than 


that, then service out of some of 
our offices could be more 
seriously hurt," he said. 


Union leaders have said the 


strike will last at least two 
weeks, because of long set- 
tlement procedures. 


utilities revenues. The utility 
companies, such as Pacific 
Telephone and Pacific Gas &

Without the employe contract, 


thp tax would have stood at $3. 


25, according to Mrs. Hinkle. 


County taxpayers will face 


taxes from various school 
districts as well as special 
districts such as irrigation 
districts, cemetery districts and 
lighting districts. 


These taxes will be over and 


above the county tax. 


Red 
Bluff, 
Corning and 


Tehama city taxpayers 
will 


have city taxes on top of the 
county bill. Tehama's $1 on a 
$100 assessed valuation remains 
the same and Coming's city 
council has held the line against 
the increased rate for that city. 
Red Bluff taxpayers can expect 
an increase of about 20 cents 
over last year's $1.95 rate to 
$2.15.

How much do John and Jane 


Student know about marijuana 
and drugs? 


Where do they get their in- 


formation, is it factual and 
whom do they tell about their 
experiences? 


These questions, and more, 


are to be asked of sixth through 
twelfth graders in Tehama 
County schools when classes 
begin this fall. 


The results are expected to be 


compiled and released in 
December or January. 


The five and a half page 


questionnaire is to be ad- 
ministered to seventh to twelfth 
graders by Don Hislop and 
Tracy Bennett. Sixth grade 
students will have the tests 
given by their teachers. 


While most of the questions 


require the student's opinion, 


several will reveal the student's 
attitude. 


In fact, the question before the 


question asks students who don't 
want to answer the following 
questions if the reason is 
because "What I think about 
drugs is none of your business." 


The queries run the gamut 


from "There should be laws 
controlling the use of drugs," to 
which the reply is strongly 
agree, slightly agree, no opinion 
or information, slightly disagree 
or strongly disagree, to "Do you 
believe a person strung out on 
drugs can get medical help in 
your area 
without getting 


busted?" There the multiple 
choice answer blocks are yes, no 
and not sure. 


In all, there are 64 questions, 


most with answers already 
provided. 
In 
some 
case, 


however, students will be en- 


couraged to be more specific if 
they choose. The question 
asking to whom does the student 
turn with drug-related questions 
lists teachers, parents, school 
counselors, peers and "none of 
these." 


A "none of these" answer 


should be followed by a specific: 
a preacher, a school principal, a 
policeman. 


According to Edward Murphy, 


assistant administrator for the 
combined Red Bluff school 
district, another questionnaire 
will be developed later for 
adults. 


This may not be produced 


until after the results of the 
student's answers have been 
studied. 


While the test results will 


show in what geographic areas 
problems lie, the students an-

Troop Deafhs Rise 


SAIGON (AP) — The allied 


commands today reported 29 
American troops, 238 South 
Vietnamese soldiers and 1,103 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong were killed in action last 
week 


The American toll was the 


highest in six weeks, but a 
spokesman, 
Maj. Charles 


Johnson, said seven of the men 
died of wounds received in 
earlier weeks and six had been 
previously listed as missing. 


The enemy toll was almost 50 


per cent less than the total 
claimed the week 
before. 


Johnson attributed the drop to a 
reduction in allied ground and 
air operations due to a typhoon 
and heavy rains. 


The South Vietnamese total 


was nearly 25 per cent less than 
the previous week's. 


The U. S. Command also 


reported nine American deaths 
from nonhostile causes last 
week 
and 
179 Americans 


wounded in action. The South 
Vietnamese said 514 of their 
men were wounded. 


Total casualties reported in 


the war now include 45,373 
Americans killed in action, 9,653 
dead of nonhostile causes, 
300,692 wounded and 1,485 
missing or captured; 130,164 
South Vietnamese troops killed 
and 282,615 wounded, and 758,499 
enemy killed.

Amish Family Seeks 
Life Of Ancestors 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP) 


— Seeking land and the simple 
life of their Amish ancestors, the 
Eli Gerber family set out by 
horse drawn wagon 
from 


Arkansas in June 1970 in search 
of a New England homestead. 


Thirteen months later, their 


journey has brought them 
through this Pennsylvania 
college town; their spirits not 
dampened, their outlook not 
changed by the modernization 
around them. 


"We want land," said Gerber, 


resting with his family beneath 
a large tree, "not in an in- 
dustrial area, for there the cost 
is too much We would rather 
live with the poor people like 
ourselves for it is there we can 
do the most good." 


Gerber, his wife and four 


children began their trip in 
Hardy, Ark., and wintered at a 
vacant farm in Ohio where they 
made clothes and stored food for 
the second leg of the trip. 


The family's home on wheels, 


handcrafted by Gerber before 
the trip, contains a stove, food, 


water and beds. Water for the 
horses is carried in large milk 
cans strapped to the side of the 
wagon. 


The Gerbers travel between 20 


and 25 miles per day, stopping 
twice to rest the horses and »" 
allow the children to play. 


The children, Jerimiah, 8, 


Elizabeth, 6, Christian, 4, and 
Katie, 2, are tutored by their 
mother along the way. 


Mrs. Gerber said the children 


don't mind the continuous 
traveling. 


"They are very good," she 


said. "They are quite resigned 
to their way of life, for they 
know no other." 


In Arkansas, the family lived 


on a commune with five other 
Amish families, but left in 
search of better land and less 
commercialization. 


Gerber said he doesn't know if 


his traveling days will be over 
when he reaches New England. 
If the land isn't to his liking, he 
said he would "plan to get ahead 
of the cold front and head back 
to Arkansas." 


Limitation Error In 
Artificial Sweetener 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Because of a decimal point 
misplaced, the government now 
says consumers may use three 
times as much saccharin per 
day as was originally proposed. 


The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration proposed safety 
restrictions on the widely used 
artificial sweetener last month 
for the first time because of 
concern by some scientists that 
saccharin might cause cancer. 


Origonally it was recom- 


mended by a National Academy 
of Sciences committee that 
saccharin be limited in diet 
products in such a way as to 
restrict maximum daily con- 
sumption to 5 milligrams a day 
for each kilogram of body 
weight. That is about .3 grams a 


day for a 150-pound person 


This level corresponds to a 


safety factor of 100 to 1, meaning 
the amount is one-hundredth of 
the heaviest saccharin dosage 
harmless to laboratory animals. 


The limitation was proposed 


when the committee was 
proceeding under the assump- 
tion 
that 
five 
milligrams 


corresponded to the maximum 
amount of saccharin consumed 
by man anyway. 


But then it was discovered 


that a decimal point had been 
misplaced during mathematical 
calculations and that man ac- 
tually consumes three times this 
amount. 


The FDA therefore softened 


its safety limit to 15 milligrams. 


Panther Newton Is 
Released On Bail 


OAKLAND (AP) — Black 


Panther 
cofounder Huey P. 


Newton has been freed on bail 
after he triggered a wild 
courtroom disruption when the 
prosecution produced a surprise 
witness during his retrial in the 
shooting death of a policeman. 


"I can't get justice here," 


Newton shouted when Superior 
Court Judge Harold Hove ruled 
Wednesday that the witness Del 
Ross could testify. 


Newton's attorney, Charles 


Garry, had charged that Ross 


Manson Wants To 
Enter Guilty Pleas 
To Two Murders 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Charles Manson, saying "I'll 
admit I chopped his head off," 
asked Wednesday to be allowed 
to plead guilty to two more 
murders. 


Manson, onetime leader of a 


hippie-style clan, was convicted 
along 
with 
three women 


followers of murdering actress 
Sharon Tate and six other 
persons The four were sen- 
tenced to death 


Manson made the remark 


during jury selection at his trial 
on charges he murdered Malibu 
musician Gary Hinman and 
movie 
stuntman 
Donald 


"Shorty" Shea. He didn't 
identify the victim Hinman's 
head was not cut off and Shea's 
body was never found 


was a perjurer. 


Newton's supporters surged to 


the front of the Alameda County 
courtroom shouting at the judge, 
who ordered Newton to fail for 
"contemptous conduct" and had 
the 
courtroom 
cleared of 


spectators.

U. S. Army today began moving 
about 1,200 tons of mustard and 
nerve gas from Okinawa to 
Johnston Island in the mid-

were taken by truck to the 
15,750-ton military transport Sea 
Lift and about the same amount 
will be loaded Friday. 


Police said a group of 60

of Algeria and Tunisia. 


Libya's 
leftist 
military 


government openly supported 
the attempt by Moroccan army 
officers last Saturday to over- 
throw Hassan, and the Libyan 
strongman, Col. Muammer 
Kadafi, , threatened to send 
paratroopers and other forces to 
support the rebels if foreign 
governments intervened. The 
king in retaliation surrounded 
the Libyan Embassy in Rabat 
with troops and kept the am- 
bassador and his staff inside. 


France Expected To 
Place Missiles In 
Combat Readiness 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 


military sources expect France 
soon will become the fourth 
nation to place strategic land- 
based or submarine-launched 
nuclear missiles in combat 
readiness. 


The French already have 45 


Mirage nuclear bombers, and 
the missiles represent a second 
generation of France's in- 
dependent strategic strike force. 


U. 
S. 
authorities 
have 


predicted Communist China will 
deploy its first medium-range 
missiles this year, joining the 
United States, Russia, Britain 
and France in that nuclear 
class. 


Reports in the Pentagon say 


France's 
intermediate-range 


ballistic missiles IRBM is a two- 
stage, solid-fuel weapon with a 
maximum reach of more than 
1,500 
miles, far enough to hit 


Moscow. 


The first group of nine IRBMs 


is about ready, U. S. sources 
said, and a second group should 
be operational by the end of this 
year. 


A third group has been 


postponed indefinitely, it was 
said, perhaps to await per- 
fection of an improved missile. 


Meanwhile, U. S. military 


sources said the first of five 
missile-firing submarines 
planned by the French is ex- 
pected to become combat-ready 
within the next few months. 


The submarine, much like the 


U. S. Polaris, is reported to have 
held its first submerged missile- 
firing test May 29. 


Welfare Bill Author 
Blamed For Delay

SACRAMENTO (AP) — While 


Senate Republicans asked for a 
brief delay to study welfare 
reform legislation Gov. Reagan 
was singling out the bill's 
Democratic author as the one 
man holding up California's 
welfare reform. 


At the request of Republicans, 


Sen. 
Anthony Beilenson, D- 


Beverly Hills, postponed until 
next week Senate action on his 
omnibus welfare reform bill 
which he says contains most of 
Reagan's proposals. 


The 
delay 
will 
allow 


Republicans to study the fiscal 
impact of a Beilenson amend- 
ment he says will save $68 
million in total taxes, $23 million 
of that state money. 


But Reagan charged that 


Beilenson "hasn't taken a single 
step to meet us" and "is the one 
that's holding this up." 


"Now, 
Sen. Beilenson is the 


one that's holding this up and the 
plain truth is, as he said to some 
of our people, he won't be 
satisfied until welfare is costing 
$800 million — not 573 million — 
and I think the people of 


California ought to know that," 
said Reagan. 


Beilenson 
refused 
direct 


comment on the 
governor's 


statement, but in agreeing to the 
postponement of action on his 
bill noted that he was doing so at 
the request 
of Republicans, 


some of whom claim the state 
loses $1.2 million a day without 
welfare reform. 


Sen. Clair Burgener, R-San 


Diego, the man who carried 
Reagan's unsuccessful welfare 
reform program, said Beilenson 
put his bill over "at our 
request." 


"We asked for a delay," 


Burgener said, to have a chance 
to study "the fiscal impact of the 
Beilenson bill as amended." He 
said there still are some 
variations in cost 
estimates 


between the state's welfare and 
finance experts. 


Burgener said he has five 


major amendments prepared 
which embody most of the 
Reagan cost-curbing features 
not yet amended into Beilen- 
son's 
bill. 
The 
proposed 


amendments already have been 
rejected by two Senate com- 
mittees.

Hoover Says Agents 
Will Investigate 
Policemen Murders 


WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover 
disclosed today FBI agents now 
will investigate murders of 
policemen when asked to do so 
by 
local 
law-enforcement 


agencies. 


However, an FBI spokesman 


reported there have been no 
such requests since the new 
policy was adopted last month in 
the wake of White House 
meetings on police killings. 


"Nobody has asked us," the 


spokesman said, adding 96.4 per 
cent of police murders 
are 


solved by local authorities with 
in 30 days. 


For that reason, and because 


of Hoover's insistence the FBI 
not be made a federal police 
force, the agency has con- 
sistently opposed legislation 
making killing a policeman a 
federal crime. 


In his report for the fiscal year 


ended June 30, Hoover disclosed 
the FBI will do by invitation 
basis what it opposes doing on a 
mandatory basis. 


The switch in 
i"K>!icv 
a**- 


parently came after President 
Nixon called Hoover, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and a score of 
state and local police officials to 
the White House to express 
concern over a rising number of 
police deaths. 


Last year's toll is expected to 


be 100, compared with 86 of- 
ficers killed in the line of duty in 
1969.

A Blow To NATO 
Over Base Closure 


BRUSSELS (AP) — The 


decision by Iceland's new left- 
wing government to close the 
U.S. naval and air base at 
Keflavik is the second blow 
within a month to forces of the 
North Atlantic alliance keeping 
track of the Soviet navy. 


Last month in Malta, 2,500 


miles away in the central 
Mediterranean, another new 
left-of-center 
government, 


headed by Prime Minister Dom 
Mintoff, expelled the Italian 
admiral in charge of NATO 
forces and said it wanted to 
make the island neutral. 


Malta was Britain's "un- 


sinkable aircraft carrier" in 
World War II and is still useful 
but not essential to allied 
defense. Much the same sur- 
veillance of the Soviet naval 
buildup in the Mediterranean 
could be based on nearby Sicily. 
The essential for NATO is to 
keep the island from turning into 
a base for the Soviets, which 
does not seem likely. 


Iceland could be a more 


serious problem, and officials of 
the alliance are worried. No 
easy substitute exists for 
Iceland's surveillance facilities, 
and 
recent 
Soviet 
fleet 


operations in the North Atlantic 
have caused even more concern 
among allied naval officers than 
those in the Mediterranean. 


Early this month an American 


plane based in Iceland spotted a 
Soviet task force on maneuvers 
north of the Arctic Circle, 
"attacking" a NATO naval force 
and 
running 
a 
"landing 


operation" against the allies in 
Norway. 


The Keflavik base is an im- 


portant communications center 
for merchant shipping as well as 
naval vessels. Iceland also is a 
member of NATO—Malta is not 
— and it always looks like 
weakness in the alliance when a 
member falters.

FISH 


TALRS 


Of noteworthy importance these days have been the emergence 


of the Little Yellow Sally stone flies both in the Sacramento River 
and in streams in the surrounding mountains. 


The Yellow Sally from the genus Alloperla is named from the 


old English fly that occurs there also. This nervous little fly usually 
comes out in late afternoon and at dusk and can be observed during 
daytime resting under the willow leaves and other cooler places. 


The nymph of this fly is very evasive and hard to locate but is 


considered the smallest of all the stone flies, although the most 
numerous in this area. 


Many persons mistake them for the May Fly. It's only about 


one half to three-quarters of an inch long and has a very light, 
delicate pale yellow-cream body and transparent wings that lie flat 
on the body while not in flight. They are also sometimes referred to 
as the willow fly. 


It is fortunate that we have a great abundance of these flies in 


the river. Hat Creek also has a lot, especially in the lower sections. 


At the present, trout are really feeding on them. They'll con- 


tinue to hatch until late this month and into August so it's important 
to the fisherman to locate both the wet and dry pattern that will 
more accurately imitate him. 


From the old English patterns, we find the body to be any 


yellowish buff fur ribbed with yellow or apple-green thread. The 
wings can be from the feather of a white hen or fieldfare stained 
pale yellow. The legs are of extremely pale ginger hackle, or a 
white feather dyed a yellowish tint. 


Use size 12 or 14 hooks. Other standard patterns I have found 


useful to imitate this fly is a light Cahill wet, little yellow stone tied 
fore and aft, and a plain deer hair tied with maize yellow thread as 
the under body. 


It might be well to note that the Yellow Sally and the Caddis fly 


are the most common flies located in the Sacramento River from 
Redding to Tehama. 


Salmon fishing both for kings and silver on the coast is getting 


red hot. Reports indicate that anyone knowing where to go and 
what to do when they get there or attempt to find out, will limit out 
each day. Try Trinidad Bay this weekend if you want some real 
fresh salmon from the Pacific Ocean. 


We fished the river over the past weekend a.id I observed very 


high summer water conditions as usual and couldn't help thinking 
that the river looked like a huge canal in places, lacking the usual 
trout stream makeup. 


Fishing was real slow for us and we had to really scratch 


bottom to take trout. Only two landed were of suitable size. The rest 
were the yearling steelhead stocked in the area from Coleman. 


Upper river sections were also poor although we did get the 


larger fish between Anderson and Redding. 


I still feel the best fishing can be had by venturing out in the 


mountains somewhere where nature washes the soul and contents 
the mind and body to no end. 


The shad are still hanging around for those who wish to get a 


quick fish on with not too much effort. Only requirement is to watch 
the feeding periods according to the moon as a guideline or fish 
evening and mornings Probably about one or two weeks left on 
shad and that will be it for this year. 


As we were traveling up the grade to Manton several days ago I 


noticed a real sickening sight as we crossed South Battle Creek It 
was literally dried up except for a mere trickle All the water was 
flowing down the Coleman (Inskip) ditch. 


I don't really have a hang-up on South Battle because I hardly 


ever fish it anymore. But this could be prime trout water if it 
weren't dried up to the point almost every year where no trout or 
salmon could ever sustain itself 


Further down, the North Fork meets this section and there is 


resumption of flow. We would like, however, to see that section 
from Inskip to South Powerhouse and down to the forks, miin 
tained with sufficient water flow to sustain fishhfe in the summer 
months. Maybe PG&E has other ideas, I don't know, but we'll at- 
tempt to find out. 


Well here it is mid-July and the weather is warm A cold drink 


tastes so'much better these days, especially when smothered under 
a pile of trout flavored ice in the sytrofoam chest And yes, don't 
forget the mosquito repellent. 


I do hope Jack Allen gets some of those trout on the Black 


nvmohs I tied for him. Hope too Sterling Lance can mend the line to 
nrooer drift and get that fussy brown from lower Hat Creek. I 
wonder what Clegg and Buriff are doing at Lewiston I suppose Ken 
Jeffries is on the Big Hole in Montana now landing trout

Carelson announced that 


attorney James M. Moose, Jr., 


recently appointed Chief of 
Litigation, will head the ac- 
tivity, "to enable this depart- 
ment to maximize its support to 
responsible 
local law en- 


forcement units, the State At- 
torney General, and the Central 
Registry program." 


"There are millions of dollars 


to be saved for California tax- 
payers with a fully enforceable 
child support drive," Carleson 
declared, "and we are going to 
do everything we can to help 
district attorneys and their 
agencies get the job done and 
provide them with the tools they 
need." 


The Central Registry was 


established by the Legislature in 
the Department of Justice as a 
resource for county welfare

and law en-

However, Trustee J. A. Barber, 
who is also a member of the city 
recreation commission, pointed 
out that it is too late to consider 
use of the $2,000 contribution this 
year. 


"We set our budget in June," 


he said, and explained that the 
money allocated to recreation 
this year fell far short of being 
enough for a large number of 
projects planned. 


However, 
Superintendent 


Glen D. Smith told the board 
"I'm in favor of getting that 
area over there in use," and 
McMahon then came up with 
another idea: 


"Another thing we can do is 


raise the tax a quarter of a 
cent." He pointed out that in- 
creasing the tax rate for such a 
purpose would be permitted 
under the law limiting the 
amount that can be levied. 


"If we're going that way I'd 


rather do it right, Trustee 
William Martin declared, saying 
that the $1,500 McMahon had 
proposed would not do a top 
quality job. 


Trustee Harold Lucas spoke 


up at that. 


"I think if we're going to 


consider any expenditures, we 
should think of what increase we 
are going to give the employes. I 
think the $2,000 is the way to go 
But, of course, that is out for this 
year " 


McMahon said, though, that 


tax money which could be raised 
for recreation could not be used 
for salaries. The board then 
made plans to discuss the salary 
situation at a meeting next 
week, and also to seek figures on 
bringing the old tennis courts 
back to use. 


The board also spent some 


time discussing cooling of high 
school classrooms. It had been 
decided earlier in the year that 
refrigerated cooling would be 
provided for the library, and 
evaporative cooling would be 
tried for the classrooms. One 


evaporative cooling unit was' 
installed in a classroom for trial. 


Smith and Murphy reported to 


the board at this week's meeting 
that the trial cooler was "doing 
the job quite well " However, it 
was brought out that because of 
cool weather throughout most of 
the spring school term it had not 
been possible to test it out under 
actual classroom conditions, 
with the room occupied by 
around 30 students. 


Though there was some 


sentiment for installing the 
coolers this summer in order 
that they would be ready for fall 
classes, it was finally decided to 
continue the test next fall. 


Smith reported to the board 


that the school had received a 
letter from Wilcox Oaks country 
club commending the students 
for their conduct at a graduation 
party there. He also reported 
that arrangements had been 
made for instructor Jay Thiel 
and the high school band to 
parade Oct. 25 in Roseburg, 
Ore , and Dec. 19 at Disneyland. 
Funds for the two trips are being 
contributed 
by non-school 


sources. 


The board approved con- 


tribution of $1,590 to a pool of 
audio-visual 
material 
in 


Tehama, Shasta and Trinity 
counties. 


"Hasn't there been some 


dissatisfaction with the pool 
arrangement?" Martin asked. 


"There has been," Smith 


replied, "but the alternative is 
nothing."

Hard To Be Jubilant About It 


Announcement of the start on destruction of germ warfare 


agents at the Pine Bluff Arsenal in Arkansas is a development that 
it is hard to be jubilant about. We can approve of their destruction. 
But it's hard to escape a sense of shame that our nation, with what 
we confidently believe to be the mightiest military power in the 
world, should have stockpiled germ warfare agents. We can't think 
of them as defense weapons, though they could have been used 
against a people whose government and armies were attacking us. 
They are not primarily a weapon to repel attack. 


All the while the germ stockpile was being developed, we can 


recall, government leaders scoffed at charges from nations critical 
of us that such war horror plots were afoot. We cannot be exactly 
proud of that, and it doesn't bolster our confidence in what our 
leaders tell us, or our optimism over what we may expect from 
other nations, either. Obviously, if this nation has been stockpiling 
germs, other nations probably have been, too. 


That other nations have them is not sufficient reason for the 


United States to have contemplated their use in the first place, and 
is not reason for any slowdown in disposing of them. We can ap- 
prove of what is being done. But it's an episode which most of us 
hope everyone can forget. 


What Do People Really Think? 


Words like "clean," "freedom," "forgiving," "equality," 


"salvation" and "honest" are loaded words, but not everybody 
loads them the same way. The relative importance people place on 
them and on other values-related words appears to hold a key to the 
whole host of attitudes and social and economic characteristics, 
says Dr. Milton Rokeach, a Michigan State University social 
psychologist. Dr. Rokeach, believes that values, the things that 
people want ultimately to achieve and the ways in which they must 
behave to achieve them, are far more important in understanding 
and characterizing a group than are "attitudes" — short-range 
concentrations of values around single incidents or sets of cir- 
cumstances. He also contends that it is a short-coming of existing 
public opinion research that it concentrates on attitudes, rather 
than digging deeper toward the underlying values. 


' 'This neglect,'' he says, "is not so much a matter of choice as it 


is a matter of necessity. Given the present state of development of 
the social sciences, it is not yet. . . feasible to assess routinely the 
values underlying public opinion."

American, Mobil, and the rest 
give you no more happy 
motoring than the brand Xs that 
sell for 5 cents less a gallon. 


Moreover, when you drive up 


to your Shell dealer, he may fill 
your auto with Gulf under a 
private exchange agreement 
between the two companies. 


The big firms, without telling 


the motorist, also supply their 
gas to independents such as 
Bay, 
Hudson and Savon who 


then sell it at up to 5 cents less a 
gallon than 
the firms' own 


captive stations. 


What the driver gets from the 


Man Who Wears the Star, for 
example, is a 5-cent-a-gallon 
charge for an under-the-hood 
check, windshield wipe and the 
right to use a credit card. And 
some cut-rates now perform 
these same services. 


For decades, the big oil 


companies have been spending 
billions 
to 
convince 
the 


bewildered motorist that one 
gas is peppier, cleaner or gives 
better mileage than the next. 


The cost of advertising, of 


course, 
is 
added 
to the 


motorists' bill. 


Nor is the car owner the only 


victim. 


The brand name station 


operator must pay the big oil 
companies up to 6 cents a gallon 
more than the independents pay 
their wholesalers, sometimes 
for the same gasoline. 


These gouges and outright 


fakeries are a sampling of what 
the Senate Anti-Trust and 
Monopoly subcommittee has 
turned up for its hearings July 
20-22. Government officials, 
chemists and even oil executives 
have been invited by Chairman 
Phil Hart, D-Mich. 


The Defense Department, 


which buys gas for all govern- 
ment agencies, has furnished 
Hart evidence that there is little 
difference among gasolines of 
the same octane. 


SALESMANSHIP 


Chemists have provided the 


subcommittee with information 
showing that additives such as 
Shell's TCP, however fancy it 
sounds, is really just a detergent 
to clean up the mess left by the 
lead which Shell uses to beef up 
the octane of the gas. Other 
firms have similarly glorified 
their anti-lead, anti-rust, anti- 
freeze 
and anti-vapor-lock 


additives. 


Hart has discovered hundreds 


of private gasoline exchange 
agreements among Esso, Mobil, 
American, Ashland, Standard 
(Ohio), Texas and others. They 
prove that Big Oil knows its 
gasolines' 
supposed 
in- 


dividuality is mere salesman- 
ship. 


The private gas-swapping 


deals are purely for economy. In 
Baltimore, for example, gas 
trucks are barred from the 
Harbor 
Tunnel. The drive 


around the harbor is expensive. 


A supplier on the West bank, 


therefore, provides gas to his 
East bank competitor's stations 
on the West side of the harbor. 
The East bank competitor 
reciprocates. The saving is 
enormous and only the motorist 
is hoodwinked. Since both 
gasolines are about the same, 
even the motorist isn't really 
hurt, unless he takes to heart the 
half-time and between-innings 
huckstering about the dif- 
ferences 
in 
brand 
name 


gasolines. 


Footnote: The gas companies 


admit they have 
exchange 


agreements for newly refined 
gasoline. But they say the ad- 
ditives make gasoline different. 
Chemists, however, say that 
while the additives may be 
chemically different, their ef- 
fects are virtually the same.

For Col. W. A. Walker, 


snooping is a hard habit to 
break. 


Defense Secretary Melvin 


Laird has ordered military 
surveillance of civilians stop- 
ped, but the colonel is deter- 
mined to protect 
Picatinny 


Arsenal, N. J., from subversion. 


As Picatinny's commanding 


officer, Walker has called upon 
"all personnel" to notify the 


security officer if they "become 
aware that any individual, 
organization 
or 
group 
is 


engaged in any activity which 
could threaten the national 
security or disrupt government 
operations." 


He defines this subversive 


"activity" as almost anything 
"from distribution of disruptive 
printed media to destruction of 
government equipment and 
facilities." 


A suspicious fellow, Walker 


doesn't even trust Picatinny's 
"cleared and trusted 
em- 


ployes." They might be pressed 
into doing the enemy's evil 
work, he warns darkly, because 
of 
"weaknesses 
in 
their 


character or personal habits or. 
. . serious financial difficulties. 


"It is imperative," he exhorts, 


"that such weaknesses be 
reported to the security office." 
Indeed, he expects all personnel 
on the post to keep an eye on one 


another — a duty demanded by 
them by "the oath of office" 
they took to "support and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States." 


Walker's snoop order, which 


would appear to violate Laird's 
directive on the subject, 
is 


contained in a Dec. 1,1970 memo 
that is still in effect at Picatinny. 


The colonel, reached at his 


Picatinny 
command 
post, 


assured us his surveillance 
procedures are not "out of line" 
with Army policy. Collecting 
information is permissable, he 
told us; it's "what you do with 
the information" that makes the 
difference. 


"We don't keep files" on

It is the profound conviction of Jewish refugees from Soviet 


persecution that the Communiss are sensitive to public protest. I 
am not sure that that is the case, but I am not averse to lost causes, 
and so gladly add one voice to those who are protesting the in- 
dignities and barbarisms to which the Jews in Russia are being 
subjected. I have a letter from one Levi Latzman, translated into 
English by an American professor who was recently in Israel. Mr. 
Latzman and a few friends are attempting to rally world opinion to 
their cause. He writes: 


"As one of a scattered handful of Jews recently allowed to 


emigrate from the Soviet Union, may I remind the American public 
of the nature of the current 'criminal' trials against Jews, such as 
the one in Kishinev on June 21. 


"One of the nine defendants is a personal friend. His sole 


'crime' appears to be the study of his ancestral language (Hebrew) 
and culture. Or perhaps it is the fact that he has done this openly, 
while countless others dare do so only in secret. 


'I myself suffered many hours of interrogation as a r^terial 


witness in this case. The authorities tried to get me to testify that 
the defendants' intentions were directed against the Soviet state, 
and I refused, testifying only that the defendant wished to help 
himself, along with several others, to emigrate to their historic 
homeland, Israel. 


"My chief regret is that I alone have been permitted to emigrate 


— in spite of the fact that I am a material witness. The authorities 
ignored my request to appear at the Kishinev trial on behalf of the 
defense. My only recourse seems now to make public this moral 
and even legal outrage, and to appeal to the support of the world's 
conscience." 


And then I have a letter from a coordinator of an organization 


called "Student Struggle for Soviet Jewry." He announces that 15 
American rabbis have "pledged themselves to a campaign of 
massive civil disobedience until the American government an- 
swers our demands, which are threefold: 


"1. That Richard Nixon make a strong public statement con- 


demning Soviet anti-Semitism. 


"2. That the Voice of America begin broadcasting Hebrew and 


Yiddish programs into Russia to Jews. 


"3. That the Nixon Administration publicly support the Case- 


Compromise On Medi-Cal 


Bayh bill and the Koch Amendment calling for 30,000 emergency 
visas for Soviet Jews." 


Concerning the first and third of these requests, surely there 


oughtn't to be any question about American willingness to perform. 
On the Case -Bayh measure, the issue is complicated not by any 
reluctance by the U. S. to expand its quotas, but by our getting into 
the picture at all. We have a situation of Soviet Jews desiring to go 
not to America but to Israel, and Israel desiring that they should be 
permitted to immigrate. The Soviet Union, in its effort to fabricate 
complaints against its Jewish population, precisely seeks to 
suggest a subversive collusion between the Jews and the 
Americans. It is likely that any foot-dragging by the Ad- 
ministration on this point is motivated by non-theatrical con- 
siderations designed precisely to enhance the chances of the Jews 
to escape their Russian prison. 


The Voice of America proposal is flatly opposed by the State 


Department, on several grounds. Foremost among them is that the 
Soviet Jews understand at least one of the languages currently used 
by VOA in its broadcasts. If that is so, then to broadcast in Yiddish 
would be substantively meaningless unless the idea were to 
program different material: different material, in this case, being 
material of particular interest to world Jewry.,The State Depart- 
ment, without my consent, is not given to broadcasting material 
that might lead to liberation. It has not recovered from the charge 
that Radio Free Europe encouraged the Hungarians to revolt in 
1956, and then that the U. S. let down the freedom fighters when the 
Soviet tanks came in. 


There is a symbolic point to broadcasting in Yiddish. A 


profound one, particularly the State Department fears, insofar as it 
might tend to corroborate the Soviets' implicit insistence that its 
Jews are unassimilable, that they will never make good Com- 
munists. That is the highest tribute to the Jews, and one wishes that 
a formula might be found to permit the VOA to make the symbolic 
point, without playing into the hands of Communists who would 
gleefully take what we did as evidence of collusion by the Soviet 
Jews with the American enemy. How different the world would be 
if, for instance, the Christian community showed the solidarity and 
sense of conscience that the Jews are showing. How different, and 
how vastly improved.

Wise To Take A Hard 
Look At Assumptions

Experience teaches us that it 


is always wise to take a long, 
hard look at assumptions widely 
taken for granted: 


— Bigger is better. During 


much of the 1960s this notion was 
pursued by hundreds of cor- 
porate enterprises, most of them 
convinced that the sum really 
could be bigger than the parts. 


Conglomerating was the name 


of the game, the route to bigger 
profits, the remedy for deficits 
and most other ills. Mold 5,10, or 
20 companies 
into one 
and 


they'll all be better for it. 


The rationale generally was 


that bigness makes possible 
easier access to financing, 
reduction in duplicate efforts 
and so on. There were enough 
successes to imply that the idea 
was correct. 


Now 
there 
is 
growing 


suspicion that while bigness 
might be better, it might be 
better only to a point, after 
which 
it 
becomes bad. 


References to dinosaurs are 
constantly made in speeches 
and articles. 


The bankruptcy of the Penn 


Central Railroad, the inef- 
ficiency of huge utilities, the 
impaired borrowing capacity of 
Lockheed Aircraft and the 
dependence of other aerospace 
firms on government contracts 
are fueling the criticism. 


Doubts are being raised about 


the 
ability of centralized 


management to know what is 
going on in its divisions, about 
its ability to retain the loyalty of 
worker and community. Con- 
cern is expressed about lagging 


preductivity 
and 
thwarted 


initiative. 


And one of the areas in which 


solutions are being sought is, of 
all things, smallness. Smaller 
units 
allow 
for 
more 


imagination and innovation, it is 
said, as well as better iden- 
tification with worker and 
community. 


—Taxes will always rise. It 


would seem so, because the 
upward pressure has continued 
to grow relentlessly, despite 
efforts to control or lower them. 


The 
Tax 
Foundation 


calculates that per capita tax 
payments rose from $365 in 1950 
to $1,348 in 1970. Even with in- 
flation wrung out, that 1970 
figure totals $850, or more than 
double the 1950 tax toll. 


"Nor is the end in sight," said 


the chairman, Alger B. Chap- 
man, in the foundation's annual 
report on government finance. 


"Despite the indisputable 


need for prudence in fiscal af- 
fairs, expenditures at all levels 
of government continue to climb 
without halt. Taxes and public 
debt inevitably follow."' 


Chapman may, however, be 


too close to the statistics to 
detect what other observers 
hear, at town meetings, for 
instance. There appears to be a 
growing resentment against 
waste and inefficiency, pressure 
for priorities in spending and 
more accountability by those 
who spend. 


The Vietnam experience has 


convinced many Americans that 
the country cannot afford to 
spend for a foreign war and 
attempt 
to 
maintain 
a 


"peacetime" economy at home.

small doses may be used to 
break a cycle of nasal allergy.

such as a stomach ulcer, pro- 
hibit its use. 


When cortisone is used, it 


is given in gradually reduced 
amounts until the severity of 
the nasal allergy is controlled. 


In most instances, antihis- 


tamine drugs, used consistent- 
bt ai-d at regular intervals, 
are effective. 


Herein lies a great mistake 


on the paxt of some users. 
Anti-allergy or antihistamine 
drugs have their maximum 
value when their concentra- 
tion builds up in the blood. 
Therefore, 
they 
should 
be 


taken three or four times a 
day, as prescribed. Some long- 
acting ones can be taken twice 
a day. 


There are dozens of manu- 


facturers 
of 
antihistamine 


drugs. All their products are 
essentially 
the 
same, 
with 


slight variations. The drugs 
may be in. pill form, in solu- 
tion, and in variegated colors, 
but their contents are almost 
all alike. 


Yet oddly enough, some of 


these anti-allergy drugs may 
cause drowsiness in one per- 
son while others may not. For 
this reason doctors will very 
often shift from one to an- 
other to find the Ideal combi- 
nation of effectiveness 
and 


absence of drowsiness.
